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GREEKS DRIVEM BACK 

Compelled to Retreat After a 
Slx-Hour'8 Battle.

▲tbbms, April 26.— The Turks at noon 
Batarday itrongly sttaeked Mati, which 

was defended by General Maataphoe' 
brigade. After six hours' fighting n 
Qoonci] of war, presided over by tho 
orown prince, decided to order the re- 
tnm of the Greek forces from TymaTon. 
The retreat was effected in good order. 

Aboat 8 o'clock Saturday afternoon 
th^jpffidaU in chaife of the telegraph 
oftift at Larissa, ohienring a dond of 
dnat raised by the advancing cavalry of 
the Turks, awked leave to dynamite tho 
office. He was directed to leave it. 
Since that time the Liirissa oftiro has 
made no response to calls from Athens. 

A dispatch from Beveni says that 
Edhem Pasha, on learning that the 
Oreeki had been ordered to fall back, 
endeavored to deliver a cn-.Khing blow 
witli considerahle force which had been 
re.sting i56 hours, and succeeded in 
breaking through tlie Greek hues in 
several places. 

Prince Oonstantine, the Cretan prince 
and oommander-in-chief of the Greek 
forces in Thessaly and his ntaff have 
reached Pharsalosis, where tlie Greek 
troops are b»'iug KJ^thered together. 
Larissa has been completely evacuated 
by the Greeks, who spiked their gnns 
in position, and carried away all of the 
movable cannon and ammnnitions of 
war. 

Naturally all Horta of rexsons are ad- 
Tanced to explain why the (rreeks re- 
treated, the more candid ndmittiug that 
the Turks were too strong. It is also 
pointed out that the Turkish oavalry 
did much to turn the scale in faror of 
Edhem Paaha. 

The Greek government lias decided 
to persevere in the struggle and to re- 
sist the farther advance of the enemy 
with greater energy than has hitherto 
been diq dayed. It is offidaUy declared 
that the new line of defense is fta 
stronger than the frontier where the 
Turks gained their advantage in conse* 
qnenoeol tha mpeiloritj of their posi- 
tions. 

The Greek fleet is also the subject of 
many onrioos reports, one of which 
aaserta that the eastern squadron has 

bombarded Dedeagach. It is known 
that' the Turks Saturday ordered that 
all the lanterns in the lighthouses on 
the Qnlf of Salonica shoold remain un- 
listed. Five ironclads and fonr tor- 
pedo boats are operating along the coast 
between Phitamona and Katerina. ^le 
British and French subjects residing at 
Volo have addressed their respective 
•nT<^ here, begging for the disiKiicli 
of warships to be sent to Volo to protect 
them. The enToyi have wired to their 
soremments and to the admirals at 
Canea, but at Athena it is considered 
unnecessary to cotnjjly with tho request 
as an attack ujKin Volo is no part of the 
Turkish program. 

A dispatch from Arta reports that tho 
Greeks have captured Plaiva. Another 
dispatch says that Flaka and Pentepi- 
gadia have been occupied by the Greeks 
after being abandoned by the Turks, 
who have also abandoned Kaletzia. 
Colonel Mauos in force, has advanced 
beyond Pentepigadia en route to Janiua. 
It in reported at Arta that a rising has 
OMjlgKfA in the interior of Spims. 
^^Qwel Ooumaodonros, with a bat- 
talion of 1,200. engaged »,500 Turkl at 
6 :30 p. ra. Saturday on the plain in 
front of Peulepigadia. Tho battle lasted 
until 7 :30 in the evening. The result is 
not yet Imown here, though it is under- 
stood that the Greeks lost 160 killed and 
wounded. Colonel Conmaudonros had 
no artillery. 

Colonel Manos has returned to Arta 
with the Third division. The Second 
brigade, under Colonel Bozares. is 20 
kilometert from Arta. Its forward 
movent is reported inteimpted. 

A report has reached here that a 
Turkish force of 12,000 having pushed 
its way throuKh th(^ passes at Viodem- 
dros, Analipsis, Ni /.ero.^ and Rapsani, 
has descended on DeriU. The Circeks 
have retreated to Makrychori. It would 
appear, however, that the position at 
Itevt ni itself and Bonghasi is unaltered. 
The Greeks, as a result of the f)rd. rs of 
Crown Prince Constantino, stopped just 
short of seizing Dama.-i. 

King George means to go to tlie front 
and to make adecided stand at Pliar-ala, 
whioh was the line of defense adviiied 
by General Vossenr and some members 
of his staff from the very beginning. 

The UreeltB have destroyed the rail- 
way from Larissa to Volo.

IMT WEEK OF THE WAR. 
The Powers Aro Already MovUi» to 
tsrvons mmd Susgost an Armlstlcs. 

homOK, April 88. — What seoms 
likely to be the last week of the war 
has been entered upon. It is difficult 



from the tangle of conflicting tele- 
grams to understand the exact position 
of affairH. 

Following the Greek defeat at Larissa, 

Ixmdon opinion is almost unanimous 
th.it the end is in sight, and thi.s view 
is probably shared by the powers, as 
they are already moving to intervene. 

It is behoved that intervention will 
flnt take the fonn of a suggssUon of 
armistice, to whioh the combatants 
would no doubt agree. For the past 24 
hours the British foreign office has been 
in close communication with the other 
members of tho Eoropean concert, 
Gfuat Britain saggeatiug that the time 
has now arrived for them to act. The 
French, Qermaa and Italian govern- 
ments have already responded, offering 
to agree, though the German povera* 
ment adds an a condition, that it will he 
neccsairy to enact a pledge from Greece 
to obey the mandate of Europe when 
this mandate is agidn given. 

The British foreign office believes 
that Greece will give this pledfre, .x'* tha 
disasters which havi' overtaken her have 
demonstrated that Turkey still i)08sesses 
a formidable fighting machine, a fact 
which most have a sobering effect upon 
the popular demand for war at Athens, 
and wliich will permit the Greek nation 
to climb down without disgrace, after a 
Buperb vindication of the personal conr- 
af,'c of tho ( ;r( ek trooMs and a pratify- 
ing domoustration of Uelienic patriot- 
ism. 

If the Greeks listen to reason and ar- 
guments pressed at Athens and Rntisia 

at Const.'iiitinople, it is not iitip!(.lial)le 
that a decision will be reacht:d euily 
this week. 

THE BATTLE KEPT UP. 



TLe riaios of Thessaly Presents a Lurid

MiLOVNA, April 96. — News has 
reached hero that the Greeks have evac- 
uated Kiitiri. Tho Turks cajitured 
throe Greek villages Saturday evening 
after a spirited attack under oover of 
artillery. 

For a greater part of Friday a severe 
artillery dael was maintained, the 

Tnrkish fire being well directed and the 
reply of the (Jn eks energetic to begin 
with, but finally becomi:ig feeble. 

The plain of Thessaly presents a lurid 
spectacle. Throngh a heavy cloud of 
smoke the flames ot many burning 
holies are risible. These have been 
fired in order to render certain miUtary 
positions mora^ecure. 

The Turks are comfortably iuBtalled 
on the Greek Tentsin oloin. One can 
now hear * snitained firing froa^ the 
direotian of Skompu.

REJOICING AT CONSTANTINOPLE. 

Dispatches From the Front Posted Vp All 
Over the City. 
CoNdTANTiifOPLB, April 26.— The tri* 
nmph of the Tnrkish arms haa caused 

the liveliest satisfaction here. The fol- 
lowing telegram from Edhem Pasha is 

posted everywhere : 

"Larissa is occupied by the cavalry of 
the imperial army. The Hellenic troojis 
fled in disorder, abandoning a large 

quantity of arms and ammunition." 

This luiH been put up as a bulletin in 
many places, while the people are also 
reading Edhem Pasha's dispatch an- 
nouncing his possession of a strategic 
pofitioii in front of Tymavo which is 
as follow^ : 

"The hill of Lesdaki, the most impor- 
tant dominant point to the north of La- 
risa, wa.s taken by tlie Ottoman troops 
on Friday. Hamid Pasha's division 
having left Ko.ske.si (Kurya) effected a 
juiicturo with the other imperial troops 
at MilcKirin. Tlie town of Tyrnavo, 
which is situated two hours frtnu La- 
rissa. is occupied by tho Ela.ssoua army 
corps. " 

Tho ()ttonian troops continne to ad- 
vance toward the plain of lyaris.sa. 

Amhed Hifsi, commander of the 
Turkish forces in IJpiru-:, t lejrraphs 
that the Turks have recaptnred Pen- 
tepigadia fortress. The (ireeks had HOO 
killed, 219 wounded.

Prince Ferdinand, however, was ap- 
parently not discouraged, for he entered 
into negotiations with Berlin financiers 
for raising a Bulgarian loan, and a^so 
entered into negotiations with the 
Knipps for a supply of (juick firing and 
heavy gun.s. 

SULTAN'S DIP LOMACY.

— There will 
not be a (|U()rum in the semite during 
the present week owing to the absence 
of ii large number of senaton in New 
York, in attendance upon the cere- 
monies orer General Grant's tomb, 
Consequently no basincss of importance 
will be transnctfd.

If the wish of the Repub- 
lican niemb^irs of tlie finance cotnmittee 
is acceded to, the tariff bill will be re 
ported Thursday, but it is most i).-olv 
able that this will be postjwned until 
next week. The work of preparing for 
the reorganization of the senate com 
mitteep will proceed informally. 

Under the arrangement made Friday 
the house will transact no business this 
week. The hou.se will meet formally 
today and adjourn until Thursday when 
au adjonrnnieiit will be taken until 
Monday.

JIoNTREAL, April 26.— W. C. Me- 
Dniia'.d, the kirgest manufacturer of 
pinjr tobacco in Canada, einployin;^ TOO 
hands, has closed his factory in this 
city because of the uncerttunty of tho 
clause in the new tariff bill relating to 
the increase of the duty on tobacco. 

The Dominion Wire company, whose 
factory is at Lachine, closed their barbed 
wire works on Saturday in consequence 
of the placing of barbed wire on the 
free list. They employ abont 300 men 
A representative of the Consolidated 
St( el company of Pittsburg is at present 
iu the city to get the hnsiuess.

Ardxore, I. T., April 96.— As a result 
of the warning given to all the negroes 

in the town of Davis last week by a 
mob of masked white men, not a col 
ored man rentaiiis in the town. The 
federal Krand jury, which was called to- 
gether by Judge Kilgore to investigate 
the <iutraKes, examined a small army 
of witnesses, but reported that it had 
been impossible to identify any of the 
raiders. When it became known that 
no indictments had been returned, tho 
colored people hastily quit tho town. 
The murder of a white man by a negro 
was the preliminary oaoie of the 
trouble at Davis.

Memphtp, April 20.— Yesterday w.ns a 
rainy and t:ireatening Sabbatli in the 
lower delta -'ouiitry, and [.ouisiana 
levees are being taxed t > i h i utmost. 
At Natchez the river guago shows a 
rise during the last 24 hoon of one- 
tenth of afxt. Showers preTailed in 
this section all day, and last night a 
steady downpour w.is reported. Tho 
levees are t-oft and mushy, and with 
a continued precipitation, it is feared 
that the embankment will give way. 

A telegram from Clayton, La., stataa 
that the Tensas river has risen over ona 
foot in the hurt 24 hours and the swift 
stream is full of heavy drifts. The 
backwater from the Bipjrs crevasse is 
fihowiii}; its. If near Vidalia and it will 
inundate many acres of rich laud in 
that section. 

At Greenville the river fell two- 
tenths of a foot in '-'4 liours. 

At Memphis a full of one- tenth of a 
foot i.s recorded. 

The river nt Cairo is ftiUing at an in- 
creased rate. The big stream has 
dropped nins-tonths of a foot during 
the Inst 24 hours and the gauge now 
reads 42.7, or 2.7 foot above tiie danger 
line. Rain is falling at Ooiro and the 
weather is somewhat cooler. 



FIQHTINQ TH E FLOOD. 

Weak Plaees in the New Orleans I>vees 

IteliiK StreiiKtlicned 

Nf.w Okleans, April 20.— The river 
is still 19 feet above low watei-, and the 
fine stretch of weather has enabled the 
leveo forces to hold the banks despite 
the terrifflc strain. The fight is a costly 
one, as can be judged from tho fact 
that the last week's work on tho Car- 
rollton Icvce, abont oue-lifticth of the 
city system, cost $14,000. 

A number of weak spots have been 
added to tho Ust, but the levee boards 
have gone promptly to work in all cases 
and danger has been bridged over.

FLOOD~IN~IOWA. 

AU Balhraad Traflle Haa Been Abaadoaed 

at Ottnmwa. 

Ottumava, la., April ^'0.— The river 
broke the levoes Saturday night and 
flooded the bottoms, carrying several 
houses down stream. In some places 
the water is above the flrst-story of the 
houses. One BurUngton main line 
track is impasaable, and hundreds of 
men are at work attempting to prevent 
damage to the other lino. The situation 
is critical and it is not believed that the 
Burlington will kt ep the main line 
open. 

The Wabash and Milwaukee tracks 
are gene here for a distance of 200 feet 
and the other roads are tied up. The 
Rock Island has miles of track under 
water. No attempt is being made to 
nin trains. The river is still rising 
slowly.

Farmhouses, fenoea 
and crops were washed away to an ex- 
tent iunounting to a calamity. Tho 
North Canadian niilway bridge is so 
liadly damaged that no trains can cross 
and it can not be repaired for 24 hours.

Several covered wag- 
ons floated down the South Canadian 
river accompanied by small houses and 
household fturulture.

In \ii:W of these figures there 
ouifht to he no further pretense that the 
|>ropos( d tax on woolen goods, which is 
higher than that levied under the Mc- 
Kinley act, is tor the benefit of the ex- 
haiisteil revenues. It is clear that the 
peop'e who are responsible for this bill 
are indifferent as to whether or not the 
government's revenues equal its expendi- 
tures. If they were not, they would be 
devising methods of economy, instead of 
renewing the old meuuie "to reduce the 
revenue, &c., by increaiing the buidens 
of taxation. 

It is evident, beddei, that the bill is 
gradually becoming the nneleui of the 
socialistic movement.

His Plan of Campaign Outlined 
to a Corrospondant 



NEWS FROM INSUBGENTS' CAIil?. 



The Patriots Inttriirtrd to Make Every 
Shot TeU— Opca Battlea Are Avoided, 
%at tha liiaaiarda Am OoaUanally 
Harassed — Cnbaaa Are Oataasnbered, 
bat Are In the Strnnle For UlMrty. 

Nkw York, April 26.— The Sun cor- 
teqxmdent who is with Oeneral Gomez 
in Cnba. writes his paper that the 

patriot general continues to evade and 
baffle tiie Spaniards. Gomez is in 
Santa Clara province, with 2.500 men, 
1 ,WX) of whom are cavalry. For nearly 
a month he has been moving around 
these hills in an area some 80 miles 
■qnara. and that one Spanish oditimn 
after another has been outwitted by 
him, and all the efforts of Weyler to 
catch him between two fires have failed 
Several times when the Spaniards 
thought they wore following Gomez 
and pressing him to the trocha he has 
fired on their rear guard. Yet all the 
time the Spuniah regulars iu the small 
area descnbed hava nnmbend faUy 40,- 
000. 

The old e.\cnRe of the Spaniards that 
Gomez could escape them only because 
his whole force was cavalry and their 
infantry can not be used now, us the 
Spanish columns operating iigainst 
Gomez have more thou 10,OoO cavalry 
at this time. The fact is that in 12 
vears of war against Spain and during 
his life with ^the Spaniards, until he 
reached the rank of major in the Span- 
ish army, Gomea acquired such a 
knowledge of his foes that he can fore- 
see their plans. 

"They have no originality," he said 
to the Sun correspondent. "Gasco and 
Luque aud all other Spanish generals 
now opposed to me have the same 
tactics. A Spanish general, with tlie 
exception perliaps of Martinez Campos, 
never has an idea of his own. He 
always follows the old routine, and 
gives the same orders, avoiding a fight 
when he believes the enemy strong, and 
attacking when he believes them weak, 
relying ever on numerical superiority. 

"I have kept onlj the best armed 
men in onr army, and began that ter- 
rible woztere Which is exhatuting the 
resources of Spain and annihilating her 
soldiers. Whenever a Spanish c<Miimn 
passes it is fired on and hanassed with- 
out cessation by the Onbans. The 
Spanish soldiers are htm ted as wild 
beasts. Every shot of the Onbans is 
aimed at a partiotUar man in the Span- 
ish lines. 

"Their big masses of men are useless 
agaiuKt this mode o( warfare. The 
more there are the more we con chastise 
them. Fifty Onbans can in this way 
moke havoo among 6,000 Spaniards. 
The Spanish always enter the towns 
leaving behind on the ro^ds a trail of 
dead. Thus they ore redooad in niun- 
bers and made desperate. ' 

"Naturally. General Weyler would 
like me to risk in a single battle the 
future of Cuba ; he at the head of 100,- 
000 men, and I with 10,000 or 12,000; he 
with the best munitions of war of mod- 
ern times, I with scarcely 10 shots for 
each man. 

'No courage, no science would be 
needed to defeat me under such circum- 
stances. The catise of Cuba would be 
ruined on the day I risked snch a con- 
flict and Spanish tyranny would con- 
tinue in this laud. 

"The end of that tyranny is near 
Spain, bleeding and penniless, can not 
keep up the war a year more. She has 
no resources aud we are finally resolved 
to stay in the field to the bitter end. 
Spain is living on lies. The lies to the 
foreign bankers from whom she asks 
money. She lies to the American gov- 
ernment to prevent tho recognition of 
the Onbaa repubhc. ' '
